There’s only the slimmest of 
chances that proposed revisions 
of the town by-laws will be ready 
for town meeting action next 
March. 

Atty. Robert Zollner, chairman 
of the study committee, expressed 
his doubts about the readiness of 
the new by-laws, when queried by 
the Townsman. 

It is also known that the Planning 
Board has not yet satisfied itself 
as to changes in the by-laws. That 
board met with the study com- 
mittee Tuesday night to continue 
discussing the revisions, as they 
relate to zoning. 

Whether or not the revisions 
actually change the meaning of the 
by-laws, or whether they justalter 
the method of presentation, with 
clarifying wording, seems to be a 
major point of discussion.

format and clarify any ambiguities. 
He agreed, however, that when such 
a major change is being accom~ 
plished, it is possible to inadver- 
tently change meanings. 

He suggested that the Planning 
Board must first be satisfied with 
the proposals before they are pre= 
sented to other boards and officials 
of the town. But when this will 
take place he could not predict. 
No Time, Now 

Mr. Zollner said the Planning 
Board is considering the third draft 


of the revision - the other two. 


having met with disapproval. Based 
on time factors alone, he believes 
that agreement can not be reached 
with the Planning Board before 
April, at least, and at that time 
copies of the by-laws will be 
presented to the Selectmen, town 
counsel and any other officials 
who have responsibility for them. 

Only after all the officials have 
a chance to read and comment on 
the by-laws will they be made 
available for public study. 

Mr. Zollner expressed the hope 
that there will be ample time for 
this study, as the changes in format 
and wording should be thoroughly 
understood by the voters. 

Whenever the town meeting con~ 
siders them, it is apparent that a 
two-thirds vote will be needed to 
adopt the by-laws, even if no 
meanings are changed. 

Atty. Zollner explained that legal 
requirements must be met, andthe 
safest method is to seek a two- 
thirds approval so the laws will 
not be later challenged on this 
ground.

One of the problems yet to be 
faced, he said, is that of non- 
conforming uses. His committee 
has not yet studied fully the im- 


plications in revoking the old by=" 


laws and adopting new ones, as to 
whether this would create a new 
date by which to establish which 
businesses or land uses are non= 
conforming. Under the present by- 
law, land uses prior to adoption of 
the zoning by-laws in 1936 are 
continuing, as non-conforming 
uses, and are subject to many legal 
restrictions. The committee will 
be faced with the possibility that 
adoption of a new set of by-laws 
will establish a new date for this 
purpose ~ possibly thus legalizing 
businesses or uses that are pre- 
sently in violation of the zoning 
requirements. 

Mr. Zollner thought that this 
possibility might not be at all 
desirable, and that thorough con- 
sideration of the legal steps in- 
volved in adopting new by-laws 
should be considered to see how 
sich a situation can be avoided. 

Although this situation was pre= 
sented as a problem, it appears 
not to be the only one facing the 
study committee. 

Meaning Changed? 

Mrs. Virginia Hammond, se= 
cretary of the Planning Board, told 
the Townsman this week that, inher 
opinion, there are substantial 
changes in meaning within the 
revised by-laws. She explained 
that these may merely 
accidents, occasioned by drastic 
changes in the format and wording. 
but must be checked out com- 
pletely by the Planning Board 
before approval can be given. 

That board has had to compare 
the revised by-laws line-for-line 
with the present ones, to deter- 
mine where any changes are made, 
and to correct those they feel 
should be different than the pro~ 
posals. 

She expressed herself as **far 
from satisfied’? with the revisions 
as they now stand, and explained 
that it is essential to be certain 
that all ‘‘implications of the re- 
vised by-laws’? are thoroughly 
understood before action is taken. 

She agreed that the Planning 
Board would have to eventually 
advertise the by-laws and hold a 
hearing on them, as required by 
the statutes. This requirement, 
plus the continuing lack of agree= 
ment on the revision, were reasons 
for her feeling that no action can 
be taken at the March town meeting.
